Subject ;—-Pattern of investment to be followed by Non-Government provident 
funds, superannuation funds and gratuity funds effective from 1-4-1993. 

F. 11(1)-PD|93.—In terms of item (iii) of the Investment pattern prescribed 
in (he Government of India, Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs 
Notification No. F. 11(1)-PD|93 dated 18th January, 1993, the non-Govemment 
provident funds, superannuation funds and gratuity funds are required to invest 
15 per cent of their investible funds in Bondsjsecurities of public sector financia 1 
institutions including banks. 

2. It is hereby clarified for general information tha^'the non-Government 
provident funds, etc. can invest their investible funds, within the aforesaid 15 
per dent limit, as follows :— 

(i) Boodslsedurities of ‘public financial institutions’ as specified under 
section 4(a) of the Companies Act, 1956 and a ‘public sector com¬ 
pany’ as defined in Section 2(36A) of the Income-tax Act, 1961 ; 

(ii) Certificate of deposits issued by a public sector bank.
